CHICAGO. Aug. 20.— Wholesale robberies, reaching into every 
section of The city were directed from a suite of elaborately furnish­ 
ed club rooms, the rendezvous of a gang of youthful bandits, the po­ 
lice charged today, following the arrest of seven west side youths. 
Two blooded bull pups, ‘ decorations” in the club rooms, sev - 
agely resisted an attempt to raid their quarters, but were club­ 
bed into submission. 
The arrests were made today when detectives learned that a 
young men s “ social club” was raffling off articles of jewelry to ob­ 
tain bond for three youths arrested on charges of robbery last week. 
Some of the jewelry, according to the police, has been identified by 
hold-up victims. 
A h*rse and buggy, found in a barn near the club 
rooms, is alleged to have been stolen and used to carry off loot.
